to the patronage of the Government, 
engrossing the time of public officers 
•with their 
importunities, 
spreading 


abroad the contagion of their disap- 
pointment and filling the air with the 
tumult of their discontent. The func- 
tions of the Presidential office have 
caused public anxiety and a just demand 
that a recurrence of such a condition of 
Affairs should not bo permitted.-—Presi- 
dent Cleveland's Message.

LICENSE OR 1'KoniBI- 


T10S. 


Frank Leslie's says: 
The liquor question has reached an 


importance 
which 
challenges 
the 


thoughtful attention of every good citi- 
zen. More capital is invested in th« 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
beverages than ever before. 
The liq- 


uor interat has become a power in poli- 
tics, and in some of oar larger cities 
practically controls elections. In New 
York a large proportion of the recently 
elected Aldermen are liquor fellers. 
But the increasing power of the liquor 
interest is met by a steady increase in 
the opposition. At the jecont election 
in this State, the Prohibitionists cast 
30,000 votes, and such a demonstration 
of strength cannot 
be 
disregarded. 


Throughout the country vaiious forms 
of legislative restriction of the sale of 
liquor are commanding a wider support. 
Maine, the home of Prohibition, and 
distant Kansas, where Prohibition has 
been the law for several years, both re- 
main faithful to the principle. 
Other 


States have from time to time adopted 
similar rigid enactments. 
At present, 


Maine, Vermont, Kansas and Iowa have 
prohibitory laws, and the question has 
caused a new division of the voting 
force in Georgia, where all but 14 of,the 
137 counties have declared for Prohibi- 
tion. In Illinois and Nebraska a sys- 
tem of High License prevails. 


Which is the wiser course, High Li- 


cense or Prohibition? 


Those who wish to answer this ques- 


tion hone&tly will be materially aided 
by recent reports upon the workings of 
tho High License system in Nebraska 
and Illinois. Take the former State. 
In the city of Omaha, fifty-seven of the 
worst BiUoous have been closed, in spite 
of a giesit increase iu -population, and 
the income to tho city troui the saloons 
paying the high tax was enough to pay 
tho salaries of oil the school teachers, 
with $50,000 over. Moreover the polit- 
ical power of the siiloou-keepers has 
been broken. In Liucola, the capital 
of the State, there are twenty-two sn- 
louns, or cue to every thousand inhabi- 
tants, while in Philadelphia there are 
6,000 saloons, or cue for every 150 in- 
habitants. Iu Lincoln a license costs 
$1,000, iu Philadelphia $50; and the 
saloons of the latter city under the Low 
Lieeneo lire more numerous than the 
bakeries nnd gioceries combined. Take 
Illinois. In the Ci!y of Chicago the 
High License has increased tho city's 
revenue from $200,000 {o $1,500,000, 
and reduced the number of saloons from 
d,900 to 3,300. la Hyde Park, a sub- 
urb of Chicago, there is scarcely one- 
half the former number of saloons, not- 
withstanding nn iociease iu population; 
the income has been multiplied ten fold 
with a consequent reduction, in taxa- 
tion, and the number of arrests, a signif- 
icant point, has decreased from 1,895 
to 078. In Springfield there hsifa been a 
reduction of 33 per cant, in tho number 
of saloons, and an increase in the rev- 
enue from them of 231 per cent. 
Siiui- 


ar results are reported irom the stuall- 
in- towns of the State, in some no li- 
censes at ail aro granted, cither from 
the inability of any resident to pay the 
required tax or cu account of a local 
vota against the issuing of licenses. 
Some of tho repoits are worth especial 
attention. 
Cairo reports the increane of 


revenue fifty per ceut.; decrease of sa- 
loons neatly fifty per cent.; decrease of 
notable intemperance thirty per cent. 
Tolona reports that the business of the 
police courts has been diminished ninety 
per cent. 
In short, the revenues of tbe 


State of Illinois have been increased 
from $700,000 to over $1,500.000, the 
number of saloons reduced from 13,000 
to less than 0,000, and tho system is 
heartily supported by the best elements 
of both parties. The license fee in Ne- 
braska is $1,000, end in Illinois, $500. 
In both States local option prevails. 


As to Prohibition, every important 


observer knows the impossibility of rig- 
idly enforcing a prohibitory law in large 
cities. The truth is, that such legitila- 
tion does not receive the support of 
many who honestly believe in teuipeiv 
aiice. The results in Nebraska and Illi- 
nois have been compared with the re- 
sults of Prohibition iu Kansas and 
Iowa, and it is stated that in the cities 
of the latter States there are propor- 
tionately more places where liquor is 
sold than in the towns and cities of 
Nebrinka, while, of course, no revenue 
is derived from its sale. Tbe revenue is 
important, but not of the first conse- 
quence. 


The all-important point is to find the 


best way of limiting the liquor traffic and 
diminishing its evils. The facts cited 
show that these results have -been 
reached by High License, and the puc- 
tical working of the system should com- 
mend it to all friends of temperance. 
The question is coming to the front iu 
New York and Pennsylvania as well ns 
in New England and th'e West, and the 
intolerance of the Prohibitionist may 
be productive of as much harm as the 
intolerance of the saloon keepers. 


The President's message is well re- 


ceived and favorably commented upon 
at home and abroad. 


THE GOHINO IWAH.

to be the leading paper of the State and 
its editors, in days gone by, voiced, to a 
great extent, the sentiments of the ma- 
jority of the people, aiid even now its 
dicta are considered somewhat ad rulings 
for the Nevada voters. 


It does not seem a good idea to set 


np on* man above others, thus early in 
the Senatorial fight, but better to wait 
tho current of events and let all the 
Senatorial racers be paraded on the po- 
litical course, before making a selection 
of either. The Tribune fully recognizes 
the ability of ex-Senator Stewart; that 
he did all he could for his constituents 
when a member of the United States 
Senate; that he would be a great power 
in Congress; that when in office he is 
always accessible to (the people of Ne- 
vada either in person, or by immediate 
reply to epistolary correspondence nnd 
further, that he is by far the most com- 
petent of any that have been referred to 
in print aa a candidate for the honor. 
But there may come before the people a 
bona-fide resident of Nevada; a Repub- 
lican, sans reproache, a man the peer of 
W. M. Stewart in everything that goes 
to make a statesman, and, in such a 
case, it might be considered advisable 
and would ba eminently proper to select 
the home material. 


The Enterprise says: "This brings 


up the question whether it is good pol- 
icy tor us to rule out of the list of 
available candidates big brainy men of 
national reputation, whether they lived 
in Maine or California. 
The United 


States Senate is tbe foremost legislative 
chamber in the world and every State 
should endeavor to bo cepreseutod by 
men not Jouly of mature yearn, but who 
rank with the most leuowuod in intel- 
lectual vigor and grasp. Nevada needs, 
in this juncture, onfc who can success- 
fully wrestle on tbe floor of the Senate 
with the strongest equipped ninn in- 
tellectually, a uaun who can iu debate 
enter ths lists with such exponents of 
Eastern public opinion us Evarts, Sher- 
man, Edmunds, flawley and Anthony." 


True, every -sensible person in the 


State of Nevada recognizes the necessity 
of sending to the National Council an 
able, experienced, honorable gentleman 
who shall be an attorney iu tact, to con- 
serve our best interests at thispurtioulnr 
juncture and the ileterminatiou should 
be to elect none o'.her, and if it be seen 
that no such person is to be found in 
the ranks of the Republican party, who 
has been a continuous resident of Ne- 
vadit, why by all menus flock to W. M.

the Canon Index in jocular mood en- 
deavors to laugh away nay recent com- 
munication ou the $380,000 school 
bond. As, this is a most serious subject 
— one in which present and future gen- 
erations are interested — I moat decline 
to join the gentleman upon his farcial 
platform, but will eudaavor to meet with 
modest earnestness the few points which 
he attempts to make against my posi- 
tion. 


The difficulty under which tbe editor 


of the Index lies is that he has never 
taken the trouble to inform himself ac- 
curately upon the matter under con- 
sideration. His premises being incor- 
rect, his logic, however perfect, rnutt 
necessarily lead to untrue conclusions. 


In tbe first place he assumes tbat the 


Territorial debt was wiped out when the 
bonds by which it was represented were 
bought by the School Fund. This is 
not true. Its form was changed, but 
the $380,000 indebtedness Jremamed 
just the same. It was simply a transfer 
of creditors. According to this cditoi'a 
method of reasoning, if A gives hia note 
to B for a BULB of borrowed money, and 
B sells his note to 0, then the obliga- 
tion i» wiped out and A is not indebted 
to anybody. But this is neither logic 
nor truth. 


When Nevada became a State a 


bonded Territorial debt of $.380,000 ex- 
isted. This indebtedness was assumed 
by the State, and so the State owed just 
that much, whether it was culled a Ter- 
ritorial debt or a State debt 
When the 


bonds were taken up by the State School 
Fund it was still a debt so lar as the 
Stale was concerned. Th« only person
